mountain top in what once was 
Palestine, a lone guard sits day 
anff night razing down on Jor- 
dan and Israel. According to 
tradition, the spot - he guard* 
was the scene of the showdown 
between Christ and Satan which 
came at the end of Christ's 40- 
day fast. Here is » report on a 
modern visit to the site of that 
famous Biblical drama.

— When Christ 
was 


shown "all the kingdoms of the 
world" by Satan, He w^s — ac- 
cording to local belief — standing 
on this mountain peak which rises 
2,000 feet out of the Jordan River 
Valley. 
"The peak is called the "Mount 
of Temptation" by those who live 
here. From its summit you can't 
see all the world, bul the moun- 
tain offers a glimpse of two inde- 
pendent 
countries, 
Jordan 
and 


Israel, and enough of a view to 
be tempting. 


Fasted In Cave 


It is generally agreed that the 


temptation of Christ by Satan oc- 
curred immediately after His bap- 
tiam, when He was "led by the 
spirit into the wilderness" for a 
fast of 40 days. Local traditions 
say He spent this tune in a lime- 
stone cave on the side of the 
Mount of Temptation. 


The mountain stands at -the edge 


of a mountain range not far from 
the site of the sacred baptism in 
the Jordan River. The mountain 
overlooks Jericho but is so barren 
and uninviting that a person seek- 
ing solitude will find this an ideal 
place for meditation even today. 


A road from Jericho halts at 


the foot of the Mount of Tempta- 
tion. The climb to the top is made 
on foot. A rocky footpath zigzags 
up the side of the conical-shaped 
peak. 


Greek Monastery 


Halfway up, built, into the rock, 


hangs a Greek Orthodox Monastery. 
The monastery almost blends with 
its rock foundations except for the 
blue-domed bell towers that stand 
out from the cliff. 


Visitors are welcomed here by 


five monks who spend their lives 
working andjpraying. These monks 
live off the ^produce of their own 
farm downdn the Jordan Valley, 


Where cftrist Was Temptec* 


The rock of the mountain forms 


one wall and most of the ceiling 
of the long, narrow monastery. 
Underneath a dome at one end of 
the building is a chapel and the 
grotto where Christ is believed to 
have lived \during His 40-day fast 
and where" He was tempted the 
first time. A small, stone-hewn 
altar between two tall brass candle- 
sticks marks the exact spot where 
Satan taunted the famished Christ 
to turn stones ino bread.

The high calling of politics and 


the importance of political activity 
at the local level were stressed in 
talks Tuesday evening by State GOP 
Chairman George I. Bloom and Mrs. 
Ruth Glenn Pennell, state vice 
chairmanratra public meeting in the 
court house sponsored by the Ad- 
ams County Council of Republican 
Women. 


Both speakers endorsed the idea 


of having at least one committee- 
man elected in every voting precinct. 


The practice and study of the art 


of politics as the "noblest profession" 
was urged by Chairman Bloom who 
declared: "Taking an active part 
in politics in the party in which 
you believe is second only to bear- 
ing arms in patriotic service to our 
nation. Nothing is more important 
for the average citizen than political 
activity."

Mushrooming 
chemical 
vapors 


from fire 
ignited by the blast 


drifted over this highly industrial- 
ized valley, causing watery eyes 
and sore throats among scores of 
residents. No serious effects from 
the fumes was reported. 


Cause of the explosion at the 


sprawling Monsanto Chemical Co. 
plant has not been established. 


George K. Johnson, .Monsanto 


public relations director, said the 
blast ruptured pipelines carrying 
ammonia, and the ammonia com- 
bined with chlorine to neutralize 
it 


The Monsanto plant manufac- 


tures industrial chemicals in this 
Kanawha Valley town of 3,500 per- 
sons 
about 
15 miles 'west of 


Charleston. 


Dead -were Jarr.^s R. Vintroux,

Johnson, 36; Manford Quails, 34; 
and Lacy Gilbert, 47.

The "Mountain Of 


Tem ptation" 


Looks Down 


On Jordan, 


Israel 


Editor's Note:—On a solitary 
mountain top In what once was 
Palestine, a lone guard sits day 
and night gazing down on Jor­ 
dan and Israel. According to 
tradition, the spot he guards 
was the scene of the showdown 
between Christ and Satan which 
came at the end of Christ’s 40- 
day fast. Here is a report on a 
modern visit to the site of that 
famous Biblical drama.

MOUNT 
OF 
TEMPTATION, 
Jordan 
/pi — When Christ was 
shown “ all the kingdoms of the 
w orld'’ by Satan, He w^s — ac­ 
cording to local belief — standing 
on this m ountain peak which rises 
2.000 feet out of the Jordan River 
valley. 


The peak is called the “ Mount 
of T em ptation” by those who live 
here. From Its sum m it you ca n ’t 
see all the world, bu. the moun­ 
tain offers a glim pse of two inde­ 
pendent 
countries, 
Jordan 
and 
Israel, and enough of a view to 
be tem pting. 


Fasted In Cave 
It is generally agreed that the 
tem ptation of Christ by Satan oc­ 
curred Im m ediately after His bap­ 
tism, when He was “ led by the 
spirit into the w ilderness” for a 
fast of 40 days. Local traditions 
say He spent this tim e in a lim e­ 
stone cave on the side of 
the 
M ount of Tem ptation. 
The m ountain stands at the edge 
of a m ountain range not far from 
the site of the sacred baptism in 
the Jordan River 
The m ountain 
overlooks Jericho but is so barren 
and uninviting th at a person seek­ 
ing solitude will find this an ideal 
place for m editation even today. 
A road from Jericho halts at 
the foot of the Mount of T em pta­ 
tion. The clim b to the top is made 
on foot. A rocky footpath zigzags 
up the side of the conical-shaped 
peak. 
Greek Monastery 
Halfway up, built into the rock, 
hangs a Greek Orthodox M onastery. 
The m onastery alm ost blends with 
its rock foundations except for the 
blue-domed bell tow ers that stand 
out from the cliff. 
Visitors are w elcom ed here by 
five monks who spend their lives 
working and praying. These monks 
live off the produce of their owm 
farm down in the Jordan Valley. 
Where (Arist Was Tempter' 
The rock c f the m ountain form s 
one wall and m ost of the celling 
of the long, 
narrow m onastery. 
U nderneath a dom e at one end of 
the building is a chapel and the 
grotto where C hrist is believed to 
have lived during His 40-day fast 
and where He was tem pted the 
first 
tim e. 
A sm all, 
stone-hewn 
altar between two tall brass candle­ 
sticks m arks the exact spot where 
Satan taunted the famished Christ 
to turn stones ino bread.

ONE OF FINEST

The coming

The system, modernized greatly 
since the days of 1951 when the 
atom bomb was the great worry 
of defense experts, has more than 
paid for itself, Gerstell said in an 
interview here.

“ It’s insurance in the form of a 
penny a head,’’ said Gerstell. 
The 
well-known 
bell-and-light 
system costs the commonwealth 
$110,000 per year to maintain, he 
explained, and spreading that over 
a population of some ll million 
persons it amounts to a penny a 
person. 
Fifteen Key Pointe 
Fifteen key points in the state 
are geared to receive air warnings 
from the air force. An alert re­ 
ceived In that way can be relayed 
within four to six seconds to 1,000 
points spread throughout the com­ 
monwealth. Local warnings then 
are given—in the form of sirens, 
fire bells or whistles. 
Pennsylvania Is well within the 
500-mile possible range of a missile 
fired from a subm arine in the 
Atlantic Ocean, Gerstell said.

And then Mr. Welch made the 


suggestion that turned David Rol- 
ger from a stranger into a symbol. 


Mr. Welch told me the story of 


another foreign sailor who died, 
alone, on our shores. 


"There was no one at his 


funeral," Mr. Welch said, "except 
a man from the steamship com- 
pany. This'time let's invite anybody 
who wants to come.

Acting on his own, Mr. Welch 


bought space in the paper for an 
announcement about the funeral.

perform ceremonies to cure the sick. 


One hundred fifty miles southeast 


of Quito he met the Jivoro Indians 
who still practice the art of head

slaughtered for a barbecue and the 
Jivoros put on their ceremonial 
dances, including the Tzatza, or 
head shrinking dance. 


Flew Across Andes 


Flying from Lima, Peru, to Cusco 


across the Andet, in a plane that 
flew at 18.000 feet, Osborn found the 
South American planes are not 
pressurized — the passengers get 
oxygen from tubes held in toe 
mouth. 


At Macni Picchu, the lost city of 


the Incas, Osborn learned it was 
discovered in 1911 by Hiram Bigham 
who later became governor of Con- 
necticut and finally a "United States 
senator. 


The Biglerville man chartered a 


private plane to fly from Cuiaba in 
Brazil to the jungle area inhabited 
by the Chavante Indians, which 
were first visited by missionaries 
four years ago.
